Priscilla Randolph Has Poem 
In Annual Poetry Anthology 


e FOREMOST IN THE running 
for title of Bard of Foggy Bot- 
tom (a strictly honorary title with 
no remunerative advantages) ia 
Mist Priscilla Randolph whoso 
poem "Lancaster" has been so- 
1 ec ted for publication in the Na- 
tional Poetry Association annual 
Anthology of College Poetry. 

Miss Randolph is a University 
sophomore pho. at age 33, is tak- 
ing four years vacation from a 
varied and interesting career to 
attend classes full time. She was 
press assistant to Governor Chris- 
tian Heiter from 1952 to 1955 in 
Boston. In 1956 she worked for 
the Boston Herald. This “versa- 
tile” young lady has also been 
an editor for Harbridge House, 
and secretary to William Stone 
doing eye research at the Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital. 

Miss Randolph, who has written 
poems for the University literary 
magazine Potomac, submitted four 
poems to the anthology. "Just for 
the fun of It. some of the other Po- 
tomac people were sending In 
poems, and I did too. I was very 
surprised to find out that one of 
my poems was selected,” Miss 
Randolph said. 

•This poem,” she said, “was In- 
spired by my aunt's Lancaster 
place in Massachusetts, an inordi- 
nately beautiful place. The domi- 
nant mood expressed in ’Lan- 
caster’ is e feeling of my inability 
to summon up words of lyrical 
imagery powerful enough to par- 
tially though Inadequately, even 
remotely describe physical nature 
aa it appears to me, and the mixed 
sense of obliteration with exhilira- 
tion that this scene aroused.” 


PRISCILLA RANDOLPH 

Miss Randolph has been writing 
poems since she was a child of 
ten. She says that for her poetry 
has been a spontaneous thing an 
inner compulsion to meet a per- 
sonal need for self expression. 
She never studied poetry until she 
studied under the great American 
poet Paul Engle. 

“But serious poetry is hard 
work, one must mix Inspiration 
with discipline. The discipline is 
what my poetry lacks. Looking 
at the body of poetry I have writ- 
ten I can see that it ia undisci- 
plined, obscure, too subjective (of 
a mood), ultra-young, and In love 
with words for words’ sake. Hav- 
ing Lancaster' published gives me 
new encouragement to go at it 
again, aa I have written practical- 
ly nothing for the last four years. 

“I have probably torn up 100 
time as much as I have written. 
With this encouragement -I fore- 
see, perhaps, a serious attempt to 
write something worthwhile — find 
an entirely different approach.”

Obey The Law 

To The Editors: .> 

It has been brought to the at- 
tention of the President of the 
University and myself by Robert 
V. Murray, Chief of the Metropol- 
itan Police Department, that there 
have been several incidents lately 
involving students of local univer- 
sities gathering for the purpose of 
picketing various embassies, with 
utter disregard of the flve-hun- 
dred-foot restriction. It is in re- 
gard to this matter that I am now 
writing this letter to the editors. 

Fellow students, -you must be 
aware that every act of a student 
registered at this University re- 
flects for good^or bad upon both 
the student involved and the Uni- 
versity. I request that any stu- 
dent who feels himself compelled 
to take part in such activities, 
first ifiform himself as to the pro- 
visions of the law and then follow 
them to the letter. I further re- 
quest that no student involved in 
such activities use the name of 
the University in any way while 
picketing, without the express con- 
sent of the University adminis- 
tratkxL 

You, as students, and as Amer- 
icans, have a right to free speech. 
You have a right, in exercising 
this freedom of speech, to picket 
on any matter you believe in and 
feel compelled to support by such 
action. But you neither have a 
right to violate a DC Ordinance or 
to use the name of the University 
while doing so. When you take 
part in such activities, you do so 
as an individual, and as such you 
are not entitled to claim that you 
represent the George Washington 
University by using its name in 
your activities. 

Title 22, Section 1115, of the 
DC Code which relates to “Inter- 
ference with foreign diplomatic 
and consular offices, officers, and 
property” states that “it is unlaw- 
ful to display any flag, banner, 
placard, etc.', within five hundred 
feet of any such building or 
premise.” 

In order to protect yourselves 
from embarrassing arrest for such 
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activities in the future, and to pro- 
tect the good name of this Uni- 
versity, obey the law on this 
matter.

Not only did you fail 
to quote me correctly, but you lost 
the context of what I did say. 

I was stating that the problem 
we have is one of arousing inter- 
est in the independent and part- 
time students. I questioned wheth- 
er it was particularly advanta- 
geous to use devices such as put- 
ting ballots in registration packets 
to get them to vote, without first 
attempting to bring them more ac- 
tively ' into campus activities. In 
this context, I stated that “you 
don’t get interest from voting, you 
vote because you are interested.” 
Further, the story was origi- 
nally covered by John Day and 
later re-written by Mike Duber- 
stein, both of whom are on the 
Council and both of whom sup- 
ported Don ArdeTTa amendment. 
This raises a question of impartial 
reporting by the HATCHET. Ac. 
cording to Messrs. Day and Du- 
berstein, after I handed the gavel 
to Dick Silber in order to discuss 
the question, I “chimed” in with 
my objections. I can only wonder 
if I would have “stated" or “ex- 
pressed” them had my views been 
in concert with theirs. 

I would urge you to send a re- 
porter to cover all Council meet- 
ings. 

In answer to Ted D. Morse, 
224767, I want him to know that 
a funny thing happened to me on 
the way to my "witch hunt.” 
I think I may have found a small 
witch. Also, a copy of Mr. Wald- 
man’s and my report is being sent 
to President Carroll.
